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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with applicants attorney Lee Wright on August 21 , 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: Cancel claims 1 and 2. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
While the claimed cationic graft-copolymers of claims 3-6 are known in the prior 
art (US Patent 4,816,540 to Onishi et al.), the complexes between the cationic graft 
copolymers and DNA or RNA are unobvious due to secondary considerations. Pack 
(Gene Delvery Polymers, cited by the examiner) is a review of the state of the art just 
over a year prior to the applicants effective filing date. Pack discloses a long felt need 
in the art for a synthetic polymer with high gene transfer efficiency (Section 2.2). Based 
on the declaration provided by the applicant on February 27, 2008 and the articles 
submitted on August 13, 2008 with the final amendment, the gene transfer efficiency of 
the instant invention is vastly improved when compared to standard gene delivery 
agents (Declaration, and Onishi et al., Nanomedicine Nanotechnology, Biology and 
Medicine 3 (2007) 184-191 , figure 4). As evidence of a long felt but unresolved need in 
the art is an indication of the unobviousness of an invention (MPEP §2141), the 
inventive complexes are not obvious over the prior art.
